This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group II, claim(s) 1-20,24-34,37-41, drawn to a process of preparing ketocarotenoids in a 
microorganism and nucleic acids and transformed microorganisms therewith. 

Group III, claim(s) 43, drawn to a polypeptide having ketocarotenoid activity. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of a method of 
manipulating ketocarotenoids by culturing a genetically modified plant was taught in the art. 
Mann et al Nature Biotechnology; Vol. 18, August 2000 pp. 888-892 teach metabolic 
engineering of tobacco to express a ketolase (crtO) from an ocean alga that resulted in the 
production of ketocarotenoids in the nectaries of transformed tobacco flowers; and that the petals 
of marigold are an attractive host plant for production of ketocarotenoids by metabolic 
engineering because of the large sink capacity of Marigold petals for producing and storing 
ketocarotenoids such as astaxanthin in their natural conformation (see abstract and page 890 
beginning in column 2 the entire Discussion).
